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ICE  CREAM  ERODUCTIOII 


Ice  cream  production  in  the  United  States  in  June  vas  estimated  at  71,620,000 
gallons,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  vas  1 percent  larger  than  the 
enumerated  totals  in  both  June  1962  and  the  1957-61  average  for  the  month.  Produc- 
tion in  the  first  six  months  of  this  year  vas  1 percent  more  than  in  the  first  half 
of  1962  and  6 percent  larger  than  the  5-yez.v  average  for  this  period.  The  seasonal 
gain  from  May  to  June  vas  8 percent,  the  same  as  in  1962.  This  compares  vith  12  per- 
cent on  the  average  in  the  1957-61  period.  Temperatures  during  June  were  above  nor- 
mal in  a large  portion  of  the  country,  but  were  belov  normal  in  tvo  areas,  as 
follows:  (l)  Most  of  the  country  east  of  the  Mississippi  River  and  south  from  south- 
ern Illinois  and  Indiana,  lake  Erie  and  New  Jersey,  but  excluding  the  Florida  penin- 
sula, and  (2)  the  area  westward  from  western  portions  of  Texas,  Colorado,  Wyoming 
and  southwestern  Montana. 

Compared  with  June  3-962,  changes  in  ice  cream  production  by  regions  were  mixed. 

* Output  was  up  3 percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  States  and  4 percent  in  the  West  North 
Central.  Production  was  unchanged  in  both  the  East  North  Central  Region  and  the 
South  Atlantic.  Decreases  in  the  remaining  regions  were  1 percent  in  the  Pacific  and 
3 percent  in  both  the  South  Central  and  the  Mountain.  In  the  three  leading  states, 
production  was  up  13  percent  in  New  York  and  5 percent  In  Pennsylvania,  but  down  1 
percent  in  California. 

Compared  with  the  5 -year  average  for  June,  changes  by  regions  were  also  varied. 
Ice  cream  production  decreased  2 percent  in  the  Pacific  States  and  4 percent  in  the 
South  Central.  Output  was  about  the  same  as  the  average  in  the  North  Atlantic 
Region.  Increases  in  all  other  regions  were  6 percent  in  the  West  North  Central,  5 
percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  and  1 percent  in  both  the  East  North  Central  and  the 
Mountain.  In  the  three  most  important  ice  cream-producing  states,  production  was  1 
percent  above  average  in  New  York  while  only  fractionally  larger  in  Pennsylvania. 
Output  in  California  was  3 percent  below  the  average.

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ICE  MIDI  PRODUCTION 


Ice  milk  manuf acture  in  the  United  States  during  June  was  placed  at  22,430,000 
gallons,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  This  was  3 percent  less  than  in 
June  19o2,  but  36  percent  more  than  the  1957-61  June  average.  Cumulative  output  the 
first  half  of  this  year,  totaling  90,830,000  gallons,  was  2 percent  more  than  in  the 
first  six  months  of  1962  and  45  percent  greater  than  the  5 -year  average  for  the 
period. 

Output  gained  12  percent  from  May  to  June,  compared  with  11  percent  in  1962  and 
17  percent  on  the  average  in  the  1957-81  period.  Seasonal  gains  occurred  in  all 
regions  of  the  country. 

Compared  with  June  1962,  ice  milk  production  decreased  in  all  regions  except  the 
East  North  Central  and  the  South  Central,  where  it  increased  moderately.

SHERBET  PRODUCTION 


June  production  of  sherbet  in  the  United  States,  at  5,090,000  gallons,  was  3 
percent  less  than  the  enumerated  total  in  June  1962  and  2 percent  smaller  than  the 
1957-61  average  for  the  month.  Total  output  the  first  half  of  1963  'was  1 percent 
smaller  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1962,  but  7 percent  larger  than  the 
1957-61  average. 

Sherbet  production  gained  15  percent  between  May  and  June.  This  compares  with 
10  percent  in  1962  and  the  average  of  21  percent  in  the  preceding  5 -year  period. 
Seasonal  increases  occurred  in  all  regions  except  the  Mountain.  Compared  with  June 
1962,  output  increased  in  the. West  North  Central  Region,  the  South  Atlantic  and  the 
Pacific.  Production  decreased  in  all  the  remaining  regions.

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"MELLORINE -TYPE"  FROZEN  DESSERTS 


PRODUCTION 


U.S.  production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and  oils 
other  than  milkfat  was  estimated  at  5,165,000  gallons  in  June,  the  Crop  Reporting 
Board  reports.  This  was  7 percent  less  than  the  enumerated  total  in  June  1962,  hut 
was  10  percent  more  than  the  1957-61  average  for  the  month.  The  January-June  output 
was  1 percent  below  the  6-month  total  a year  earlier,  but  22  percent  above  the 
average . 

Mellorine  production  was  unchanged  from  May,  This  compares  with  a 6-percent  ad- 
vance between  May  and  June  in  I962  and  a 12 -percent  gain  on  the  average  in  the  1957- 
6l  period.  Output  declined  in  Indiana,  South  Carolina,  Oklahoma,  Texas,  Arizona  and 
Nevada.  Production  was  steady  in  Alabama,  while  it  increased  in  all  other  producing 
states . 

Compared  with  June  1962,  output  increased  only  in  South  Carolina,  Arkansas, 
Arizona  and  Nevada.  Decreases  were  shown  in  all  remaining  Mellorine-producing  states.

WATER  ICE  PRODUCTION 


Water  ice  production  in  the  United  States  during  June,  at  5,345,000  gallons, 
was  5 percent  less  than  in  June  1962  and  4 percent  smaller  than  the  1957-61  average 
for  the  month.  Total  production  in  the  first  half  of  1963  was  5 percent  less  than 
in  the  first  six  months  of  1962,  but  3 percent  more  than  the  5 -year  average,  pro- 
duction of  water  ices  advanced  l4  percent  from  May  to  June  this  year,  compared  with 
4 percent  a year  earlier  and  21  percent  on  the  average  in  the  1957-61  period. 

Compared  with  June  1962,  water  ice  output  decreased  in  all  regions  except  the 
West,  where  it  increased  sharply.
